The present po- 
ition of intakes is such that there 
s not a single municipality using 
water from the Great Lakes or their 
onnecting rivers which can be said 
to possess a safe water supply with- 
out treatment. 
As might be expect- 


ed the areas most grossly polluted 
are in the connecting rivers, upon 
which large cities are sitiated. The 
pollution from vessels renders 
the 


St. Mary's river above the cities of 
Sault Ste Marie unfit as -a source of 
water supply without vessel pollu- 
tion combined with the sewage from 
the cities of ,Salt Ste Marie cause

Windsor, Ont, on the United States 
revenue cutter Morrill;

get basis. W. O. Heffernajdr, special 
budget commissioner, 
employed by 


Governor Cox several months ago to 
make a survey of appappriations nec- 
essary to run the government during 
1914, made his report to tfie governor 
today. 


By months of careful investigation 


of each department's needs, he 
has 


succeeded in pruning $978,303.22 from 
the total appropriations made by the 
legislature at its last session. The 
1913 
budget bill already passed pro- 


vides for, a distribution of $9,511,688 
for the operation of the state govern- 
ment this year. The budget commis- 
sioner reports that appropriations of 
$8,352,384.78 will accomplish virtually 
the same work. Nearly half the de- 
partments have 'been .allowed small 
increases over the amounts granted 
them by the legislature. 


Indications are that Commissioner 


Heffernan's report will be made the 
basis of a new appropriation bill to 
replace that already passed, without 
great changes.

mlttees of both the House and Sen- 
ate which opened a joint session 
Monday to-hear. J4r. Hefferban's ex-

Editor Advocate:—The 
American- 


Tribune in publishing an interview 
as to the probable cost of appraising 
the real and personal property in 
Licking county for the 
year 
1914, 


under the provision of the 
Warnes 


law, makes it appear that it will cost 
more money tuan it would have cost 
under the previous laws. 


Permit me to say that many thous- 


and dollars will be saved to the tax- 
payers of the county by the opera- 
tions of the Warnes law. Hov.- is it 
to be done? Under the old method, 
there would have been 106 assessors 
listing and appraising the property of 
Licking county; this year there will 
be 34 assessors in the field. 


Now it must certainly be evident 


to any thoughtful person, if an as- 
sessor is qualified to appraise 
the 


real estate, he ought also be qualified 
to assess the personal property. Why 
then use four assessors when one can 
do the work just as well? Would any 
business man ei ploy four msn to 
perform the work that one man could 
do In the same time? 


You may ask how is the one asses- 


sor to do this work in the same time 
as it would have taken four without 
imposing hardships upon him? My 
answer is, the Tax Commission of 
Onio has introduced the same busi- 
ness methods in this assessment, as 
the up-to-date business man has in ii.s 
business. Also each assessor 
will 


be furnished with a 'loose

book, containing
